By unstated means, 
M m Davros fashions himself Emperor and continues to experiment upon both the basic 
i^flL Kaled mutant form and the travel machine it is encased in. His Imperial forces, distin- 
guished by their gold-and-white livery, become the dominant strain upon Skaro. Davros' ultimate ambition 
is to track down the Time Lords' fabled Hand of Omega and use it to alter Skaro's sun, transforming it into 
a vast power source, establishing an equal footing with the omnipotent Gallifreyans in the field of temporal 
mechanics - and becoming Lords of Time in the process. A renegade force of 'original' mutants led by the 
black Daiek Supreme, learn of Davros' plans for the Hand and plot to seize it for themselves. Using primi- 
tive time-travel technology, both factions travel to the last-known location 
of the Hand: the planet Earth, 1 963 AD, a trillion miles and a thousand 
years from home . . . 

The Renegade Faction ^ 

"Little green blobs in bonded polycarbide armour", the renegade Daleks 
travel to twentieth-century Earth via a time controller - a touch-sensitive, 
electrically-charged, transparent sphere. The DaIek gunstick is a projeaed 
energy weapon which, upon humans, causes no external tissue damage, 
but massive displacement of the internal organs - to fatal effect. It also 
appears to deliver a massive electrical jolt. The Daleks are resistant to 
artillery fire and explosive blasts, but are susceptible to a carefully-posi- 
The o/ien landing-craft tioned canister of Nitro-9. 

This renegade faction use a biomechanoid control system to help co- 
ordinate their hunt for the Hand. Frustrated by their dependence on logic and rationality, the Daleks use a 
young, imaginative humanoid, and connect him or her to the system.The child's intuition and creativity are 
then utilized by the battle computer This humanoid can be controlled independently of the battle com- 
puter mechanism, can relay information directly to his or her con- 
troller, and gains the ability to emit a lethal charge of electrical 
energy from his or her fingertips.The Daleks' command can be bro- 
ken by the death of the child's controller (the black DaIek Supreme, 
perhaps) - a traumatic, but not fatal, experience. 

These Daleks will readily collaborate with, or coerce, human 
beings sympathetic to their ambitions - but only to the limit of their 
usefulness to the DaIek cause. 

The Imperial Daleks ' ^ ' 

The Imperial forces appear to possess both greater resources and 
a higher level of technology than the renegade faction - an Imperial 
DaIek has a limited ability to defy gravity when negotiating difficult

terrain, for example. They journey to Earth in a huge mother-ship which holds as many as 400 Daleks, can 
maintain a powered geostationary orbit, and has surveillance equipment "capable of spotting a sparrow fall 
at 1 5,000 km". It is armed with weapons capable of 
eradicating a planet from space, and is also able to 
sterilize particular areas. From the bridge, Daleks can 
detect and track specific power sources emanating 
from the planet below. The ship is equipped with ele- 
vators and an emergency escape pod. 

In its docking bay is an assault shuttle, which can 
hold at least six Daleks.The shuttle has a bridge on its 
upper level, with an operator or pilot wired into its 
controlling mechanisms.The bridge has a navigational 
star chart and also, presumably, a stock of sucker 
appendages. A grille leads down to a lower holding 
level. The shuttle has automatic ground defences but 
an unprotected service hatch on top, and uses a ver- 
tical take-off and landing method. 

Imperial Daiek attack squads are transported by 
both transmat and assault shuttle. Surface areas are given identification numbers or co-ordinates, eg "two- 
five-zero-six". Attack squads - led by a Force Leader - include a Special Weapons DaIek, which has no con- 
ventional sensory apparatus, and bears a single cannon as opposed to the usual gunstick. It seems to be 
mute, and its lack of an eyepiece suggests that it uses other means, such as radar, to detect targets. It may, 
or may not, contain an operator 

The Daleks also use shuttlecraft to establish a transmat terminal on the tar- 
get planetThe transmat [matter transmitter] uses flux circuitry elements, and 
has an automatic activator which can be used to beam down Daleks from the 
mother-ship 300 km away They usually leave an operator on station in case 
of malfunction. The transmat can be rendered temporarily inoperable if 
caused to dephase at the critical point - and, consequently, overload - but 
can be rendered permanendy inoperable via the judicious application of an 
energy-enhanced baseball bat. 

DaIek operations cause magnetic fluctuation in the immediate vicinity. 
They communicate via modulated signalling, and their transmissions can be 
picked up on Earth radio apparatus, although which band they use is uncer- 
tain. Human beings can be placed under DaIek control via the use of a 
small device planted behind the left ear This may also enable two-way 
communications.The commandeered individual can, apparendy, be 
killed instantly by the Daleks from afar ^ ir< — 

These Daleks are susceptible to .^®Ci- 
attack from anti-tank rockets (ATRs). 
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
